Day 67 j Sunday j March 8 j Numbers 27:1 - 29:40 j Clarification of estate and 
property laws; Moses see the promise land; Joshua son of Nun, a righteous man, is 
Moses successor; book of liturgy and worship in land of Canaan; festivals. 

Day 68 j Monday j March 9 j Numbers 30:1 - 31:54 j Men and women making vows; 
War against the Midianites; Division of the booty. 

Day 69 j Tuesday j March 10 j Numbers 32:1 - 33:56 j Tribes in East of the Jordan 
take over the land in that area; daily camp listing on their journey; Aaron dies on 
Mount Hor on the first day, fifth month, fortieth year of the wandering at 123 years 
old. 

Day 70 j Wednesday j March 11 j Numbers 34:1 - 36:13 j Boundaries of the Promised 
Land; Leaders; Levite towns; Cities of Refuge; women who inherit property. 

Day 71 j Thursday j March 12 j Deuteronomy 1:1 - 3:30 j Moses speaks; God says go 
into the land from Horeb to Kadesh; the travel in the Transjordan; 

Day 72 j Friday j March 13 j Deuteronomy 3:21 - 5:33 j Moses can't cross into the 
promise land; follow God; no idols; Lord is God; cities of refuge; Ten Commandments 
revisited; so be careful to do what God demands. 

Day 73 j Saturday j March 14 j Deuteronomy 6:1 - 9:29 j love the God of now and 
your ancestors; Hear, 0 Israel: The Lord our God, the Lord is one. Love the Lord your 
God with all your heart and with all your soul and with all your strength. These 
commandments that I give you today are to be on your hearts; God will clear the 
nations before you; do not forget what God has done for you; God is gracious 
not because of Israel's righteousness; Golden Calf ....
